“  Railway  Act  ” 

(Chapter  285,  R.S.B.C.  1948) 

In  the  matter  of  rolling-stock  and  ever-increasing 
change  from  steam-locomotives  to  diesel-electric 
locomotives,  it  is  deemed  necessary  to  amend  Rules 
and  Regulations,  Rule  62,  Part  1,  Location,  Con- 
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struction,  and  Clearances,  by  authority  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  section  289  of  the  “  Railway  Act,”  being 
chapter  285,  R.S.B.C.  1948. 

Whereas  the  resultant  stresses  from  steam-loco¬ 
motives  on  rails  and  structures  can  be  reasonably 
calculated  due  to  over  a  century  of  experience  in 
operation,  The  effects  and  stresses  set  up  in  rails 
and  structures  by  the  operation  of  diesel-electric 
locomotives  are  not  yet  fully  known,  and  railways 
constructed  and  maintained  fofl  steam  motive  power 
are  at  present  the  proving-grounds  for  diesel-elec¬ 
trics;  consequently,  it  is  not  intended  to  make  a 
final  rule  but  to  treat  each  locomotive  on  its  own 
merits,  bearing  in  mind  that  properly  controlled 
speed  is  a  known  safety  factor. 

And  whereas  diesel-electric  locomotives  have  a 
different  wheel  arrangement  than  steam-locomo¬ 
tives,  and  as  there  is  no  dynamic-augment  or  un¬ 
balance  due  to  counterbalances  and  rods  as  used  on 
steam-locomotives,  l  have  approved  an  amendment 
whereby  heavier  axle-loads  on  diesel-electric  loco¬ 
motives  than  on  conventional  steam-locomotives 
may  be  considered  and  approved.  A  further  reason 
for  this  change  is  that  diesel-electric  locomotives 
have  an  even  turning  moment,  whereas  steam- 
locomotives  have  a  fluctuating  turning  moment 
which  causes  impact  on  the  rail;  consequently,  the 
load  impact  resulting  from  diesel-electric  locomo¬ 
tives  is  considered  less  than  that  resulting  from 
steam-locomotives  of  the  same  weight. 

In  conformity  with  the  above,  I,  Henry  Robson 
Bowman,  Minister  of  Railways  of  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia,  hereby  certify  that,  pursuant  to 
section  289  of  the  “  Railway  Act,”  1  have  amended 
the  Rules  and  Regulations,  Part  1,  as  follows: — 
Amend  Rule  62,  Part  1,  by  striking  out  the 
entire  paragraph  and  substituting  the  following: — 
“(a)  Rails. — Rails  shall  be  of  sufficient  weight 
to  carry  the  equipment.  Broken  rails  must  be  re¬ 
placed  immediately. 

“(6)  Locomotives.— Where  steam  or  diesel-elec¬ 
tric  locomotives  are  used  or  where  motive  power 
other  than  steam  is  used,  the  wheel  or  axle  loadings 
of  such  locomotives,  motive  power,  or  rolling-stock 
on  any  portion,  section,  or  subdivision  of  a  railway 
shall  be  approved  for  operation  or  movement  after 
due  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  follow¬ 
ing,  and  the  company  has  made  application  for 
approval: — 

“(i)  Weight  and  section  of  rail  with  which 
track  is  laid: 

“(ii)  Physical  properties  and  condition  of  rail: 
“(iii)  Road-bed  and  type  of  ballast: 

“(iv)  Tie-spacing  and  condition  of  ties,  and 
whether  or  not  tie-plates  are  used: 

“(v)  Speed-limit  which  is  subject  to  approval 
by  the  Minister: 

“(vi)  Type  of  locomotives  and  whether  steam, 
diesel-electric,  or  otherwise: 

“(vii)  Type  of  trucks,  wheel  arrangement,  and 
individual  axle-loads: 

“(viii)  Type  of  service;  common-carrier  pas¬ 
senger  service  or  freight  only,  logging  or 
industrial  railway,  and  whether  main  line, 
siding,  or  branch  line. 

“(c)  Speed-recorders. — On  common-carrier  rail¬ 
ways  where  steel  rails  lighter  than  85  pounds  per 
yard  are  used,  and  where  passenger-trains  are 
operating  over  any  portion  of  the  same  railway  so 
constructed,  all  locomotives  other  than  steam 
operating  in  any  type  of  road  service  over  such 
portions  of  railway  shall  be  equipped  and  main¬ 
tained  with  speed  tape  recorders  while  so  operating 
and  all  record  tapes  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  company  for  perusal  by  an  Inspecting  Engineer 
upon  demand;  and  should  conditions  warrant,  the 
Minister  may  order  speed  tape  recorders  installed 
and  maintained  on  any  type  of  locomotive  used  in 
any  type  of  service  on  any  railway,  but  the  respon¬ 
sibility  for  observance  of  speed  restrictions  must 
remain  with  the  railway  company.”

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  cither  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.
